Last week the City Council and W ater Board 
bought a full page advertisement regarding the 
proposed dam to be built near Galatia. 


It is called a $200,000.00 bond issue, where as the 


There are many objections to this proposition. . one being that the price of the farm 
lands is much too high. 
In fact it is completely out of line with present farm values such 
as proposed to be taken. 
The City Council and Water Board admit this and say "W hen a 
city wants land, the price comes up and nothing can be done about it." 
There is a state 
law in full force and effect designed to protect taxpayers in such a situation. 
It provides 
for a jury to view the land and place a true value thereon, for all land to be used for neces­ 
sary civic purposes. We believe if this law had been followed by our officials, thousands 
of dollars could have been saved in the purchase bf this land. 
Instead of following the 
law, options were obtained from the owners far beyond its market value. 


The law also provides that when an ordinance, such as this one, is presented for pass­ 
age to the city council, it should show what we owe on the original purchase of the Water 
System. This was not done. 
Upon inquiry at the city hall we find we still owe $362,000.00 
which must be paid by 1972. 


The new bond issue provides for an interest payment on $200,000.00 bonded indebted­ 
ness of $170,277.00 which makes a total indebtedness to be voted on next Thursday of 
$370,277.00. 


As we say we owe $362,000.00 on the old Water Plant which was purchased from the 
C, I. P. S. Company several years ago, and now if the new bond issue is voted in next Thurs­ 
day we will then owe $732,277.00 to be paid by 3200 water users. 


The law also provides that when a bond issue such as this is approved that the pres-

truth of the matter is, it is a $370,277.00 Bond Issue. 


ant rate to the users can never be lowered until the last bond and interest is paid, but this 
law does not prevent the water board from increasing the rate charged for water. 
We do 
not believe the present rate is sufficient to pay for the water works and the new lake and 
we think our rates will go up and up. 
You should also know that if we fail to pay any of 
the bonds when they are due any bond holder has the legal right to petition a Federal 
Court for a receiver and take charge of our entire water system. This happened to the people 
of Eldorado as many of you will recall. 


We do not believe this is a logical time to increase our debt load. Our town like many 
others in southern Illinois is suffering from unemployment. Many of our mines have closed 
recently and our people are either leaving town for employment or making unsuccessful 
attempts to find work here. 
Their income has almost stopped. We are taxed to the limit 
now such as: Sewer Tax, City Sales Tax, Federal Sales Tax, Income Tax, Real Estate Tax, 
Personal Property Tax, Gasoline Tax, Airport Tax, Auto Tax, School Tax, and City Tax 
and we are all finding it more difficult each day to find the money to pay them. We cannot 
carry this bond issue tax load. 
Our town hat many vacant houses. The people who lived 
in them are not using water. They have moved away. 


Like all towns in the Middle West we are short of water due to the lack of rain. Build­ 
ing a reservoir such as proposed here will not be an answer to our immediate needs. 
It is 
possible that it would be several years before it would be filled enough to furnish us with 
water. 


There has been an effort to stampede us into believing that we are completely out of water. To disprove 
this, turn on your faucet. 


This committee is in full accord with some of the propositions that have been suggest­ 
ed to supply our city with water N O W and we suggest three available sources of water that 
we think the officials should investigate. 
None of these sources is beyond our ability to pay: 


(1) 
Many towns are drilling wells which can be done for a reasonable amount of mon­ 
ey. As an example to show this is plausible. . . 
Last week oil drillers on the Roy W at­ 
son farm near Eldorado drilled into a 20 foot sand and gravel water deposit, less than 
60 feet below the surface, which produced a gushing clear, soft water geyser suffi­ 
cient to furnish this town with all water needed. 
The oil workers used over IOO bags 
of cement to stop the flow so they could proceed further to the oil. 
Call Roy Watson 
and check. This is not too surprising because engineers and geologists know there is 
vast water supplies beneath the surface perfect for domestic purposes and most coal 
miners know that to be a fact. 


(2) 
It has been said that if we use the water of Blue Lake which contains many million 


i 
gallons of water that we would have to buy right of way from here to the lake and put 
the pipes underground and that would cast as much as the proposed lake. We answer 
by saying that our gas company tapped the 24" gas pipe line north of Raleigh and 
brought the gas to this city. The state allowed them to bring their pipe in a shallow 
ditch along the right of way of route 34 and no charge was made for the use of that 
land. We say that the same method can be used to bring the water from Blue Lake 
down the right of way of Rf. 45 at a nominal cost of digging the ditch. 


(3) 
The C. I. P. S. Company is closing the Muddy Power Plant and will have no use 
for their reservoir. That should be available to us at a nominal cost including their 
pumping system. 


We feel that with our present reservoir and any one of the above suggested sources of 
water that with normal rainfall we will have sufficient supply of water to meet our needs. 
There is no justification to burden our water users with a debt of $370,277.00 in addition 
to what we already owe making a total amount of $732,277.00. 


This committee admits that a lake such as proposed would make a fine recreational project for fishing and swimming and would provide lo­ 
cation foe privately owned cabins but WE DO NOT FEEL THAT THE WATER USERS SHOULD BE COMPELLED TO PAY FOR SUCH AN EX­ 
PENSIVE PLAYGROUND AT THIS TIME.
